Billy Barnes Revue- York 6/9 . 5 pros and 2 cons- 
Times, News- filed on West Coast revue with music and 
lyrics by Billy Barnes, sketches by Bob Rodgers, presented 
by George Eckstein-Bob Reese. 3 raves for cast and mat- 
erial filed by Crist, Herald Tribune, Coleman, Mirror, and 
McClain, Journal American, Current cast headed by Joyce 
Jameson played for 34 weeks at Las Palmas, Los Angeles. 
Fine and funny entertainment with a spritely series of songs, 
satires skits by 8 versatile performaners, exactly what a 
revue should be, cheered Herald Tribune aisle-sitter. 8 
clever kids who know how to shoot the works with smart 
material, pert and prankish, summed Coleman, Mirror. Bril- 
liant off Broadway offering, tuneful, original and amusing in 
an air-cooled house, added Journal American critic. Milder 
vote from Herridge, Post, who found material uneven, but the 
result adds up to a brightly entertaining evening with Jameson 
fascinating in whatever she does. Sharp, light-hearted stuff 
by a cast with brains, talent and training,concluded Aston, 
World Telegram & Sun, Dissenters panned second rate, 
shapeless material rather than performers, Only occasion- 
ally funny, in a collegiate sort of way with the director depend- 
ing more on mugging than material, commented Funke, Times. 
Poor, often tasteless, material made casts! trip cross country 
a miscalculation, feared Watt, News. Directed by Bob Rodgers, 
cast includes--Joyce Jameson, Bert Convey, Patti Regan, Ken 
Berry, Ann Guilbert, Jackie Joseph, Len Weinrib and Rodgers. 


Cast of Characters - Downtown 6/10. 4 cons- Times, 
Herald Tribune, Journal American, Post-filed on one woman 
show by Jane Moultrie, presented by Calinda Productions, All 
admitted that she was a fine character actress but all agreed 
material and production was an error. Program included a 
sketch on summer theatre problems, readings from The Rivals 
and The Shanghai Gesture and a series of songs. Two actors- 
Clay Johns and Jesse Jacobs assisted her. Poor, unfunny mat- 
erial by an efficient character actress, noted Gelb, Times, who 
reported that air-conditioning stopped after first act on one 
of the hottiest nights of the year. No fire in performance , 
music or lyrics, added Gleason, Herald Tribune. Sad that any- 
one persuaded the actress that she was a combined Beatrice 
Lillie, Cornelia Otis Skinner, Ruth Draper, for the results 
were not heartening, concluded McClain, Journal American. 

A weird, puzzling potpourri of character skits which seem 
pyt together as a club entertainment by a frustrated actress 
in a small community hard put to put on a benefit show to 
raise clubhouse funds, feared Herridge, Post. 


Stratford, Conn, Shakespeare Season Opens 


Romeo and Juliet-Stratford, Conn 6/12. 3 pros-Herald 
Tribune, Journal American, World Telegram & Sun- and 4 cons- 
Times, News, Mirror, Post-filed on first production of the fifth 
season of American Shakespeare Festival. Staged by Jack Lan- 
dau with Richard Easton and Inga Swenson in title roles , sup - 
porting cast includes Aline MacMahon, Hiram Sherman, Nancy 
Wickwire, Morris Carnovsky, with sets by David Hays and cos- 
tumes by Dorothy Jenkins. All notices, pro and con, were mild 
with diverse views expressed on cast,direction and set. An 
earnest, elegant and almost successful production in which the 
leading players are not consistently young enough, and a set 
with too many entrances causing distractions, states Crist , 
Herald Tribune, A most spirited and unusual production with 
many notable performances in a set which at times overpowers 
the players, okayed McClain, Herald Tribune. Landau's direct- 
ion has created a show lyrical, harsh, turbulent and life -like, 

a production not to miss, approved Aston, WTS. Negative side 
headed by Atkinson, Times, who feared that except for the occ- 
asional scenes of street-fighting, it was meticulous and passive, 
with a dull Romeo and a Juliet who might have been better if 
she had an impetuous Romeo. Sets have much todo with the 
impression of distance and disinterest, while only Aline Mac - 
she had an impetuous partner, Sets have much to do with the 
impression of distance and disinterest, Times man thought. 
Desultory air due mostly to young leads given assignments 
beyond their capabilities, believes Watt, News. Coleman , 
Mirror, also blamed disappointing title players for making 
show worst of entire series, Critic wished play had been 
done on bare stage in the true Elizabethian manner. Beauti- 
ful as current production is, it lacks the gutsy excitement 

and fire of NYC's Central Park and cellar presentations of 
the Bard done on a shoestring.

The success of the South Eastern Theatre Confer- 
ence- New Dramatists Committee plan to present a 
worthwhile new play at member college and community 
theatres during the same season is of vital importance 
to everyone concerned with theatre. The play selected, 
The Kids by Charles Best, is a moving, heart-warming 
story of the recent Hungarian revolt and already has won 
critical and popular success in many southern communit- 
ies. Its forthcoming Broadway production next season 
should do much to encourage the production of other worth- 
while scripts On and Off Broadway by young American 
authors, 


An increase of 1 million attendance at Broadway shows 
during the past year is not something to be sloughed off as 
unimportant by theatre producers who might be peeved that 
their production costs have risen higher than any new in- 
creases in ticket prices. The added fact that the estimated 
yearly attendance of 12 million is divided so only 7 months 
of the year have over 1 million each shows that given the 
proper items to support theatre attendance can almost double 
even without an increase of new theatres or more productions 
per year. As more of the Shubert, City Investing and inde - 
pendent theatres are installing more efficient air-conditioning 
systems, producers have only themselves to blame for not 
attracting 1 million patrons per month, every month of the 
year,

The wisdom of an Off Broadway producer cancelling a 
performance so his cast can present a ten minute scene on a 
network TV show is probably a private affair. But it would 
seem that any production, On or Off Broadway, owes more 
to the ticket buyer, even those who may make up their mind 
to go to a certain production at a late hour, than to the poss- 
ible long-range publicity and/or prestige a particular TV 
program may bring, British theatre producers have found 
as a general rule that presenting out-of-context scenes on 
TV has drastically hindered future ticket sales. American 
producers believe the exact opposite. But calling off an en- 
tire evening's production so a ten minute song can be pre- 
sented seems an unkind insult to the potential theatre buyer 
who dragged himself downtown expecting to find a show, not 
an empty theatre.
